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PROGRESS REPORT — WATER SUPPLY 


Under Article 17 of the March 8, 1966 Town Meeting, 
the Voters of the Town authorized the Selectmen to make 
application to any State or Federal Agency for any grants 
or other assistance for aid in defraying the cost of planning 
regarding the Town’s water supply. 


After various meetings and correspondence with the 
various State Agencies (Health & Welfare, Water Re- 
sources, Soil Conservation Service, Water Pollution, Dept. 
of Resources & Economic Development) it was determined 
that there are no funds available at the State level for 
either planning or construction of municipal water systems. 


The New Hampshire Water Pollution Commission 
recommended that the Town engage the services of a con- 
sulting engineer to evaluate and plan for an additional 
water supply and to apply to the Federal Government for 
funds. Programs of this type are handled by either the De- 
partment of Housing and Urban Development, Public 
Works and Economic Development Administration or the 
Farmers Home Administration. Grants can be made to 
cover up to 50% of the cost of construction. 


In September, a “Preliminary Inquiry Concerning 
Water Projects” was prepared and submitted to the Farm- 
ers Home Administration. This Inquiry makes the rounds 
of the various Federal Agencies for the purpose of deciding 
which Agency, if any, will provide assistance. Both the 
Economic Development Administration and the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development indicated that 
no aid would be forthcoming from those departments and 
the Inquiry was returned to the Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration. 


A letter from the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development states as follows: “We regret to inform you 
that your proposed project has been determined ineligible 
for a water and sewer grant. This determination is based 
upon the fact that a comprehensive planning program for 
your municipality does not exist. We would remind you 
that both comprehensive planning and water and sewer 
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planning, programming and coordination activities are re- 
quired to be underway.” 


This means that we must proceed at once to get a 
planning program underway in order to be eligible for 
federal assistance regarding an additional water supply 
and sewage treatment facilities. 


With this in mind, an article has been inserted in the 
warrant asking for an appropriation of $3,425.00 as the 
Town’s share (25%) of the total estimated cost of a planning 
program. The Federal Government will provide the re- 
maining 75%. These funds will be used to engage a protes- 
sional planning firm.

PROGRESS REPORT 
SEWAGE TREATMENT FACILITIES 


Under article 21 of the March 8, 1966 Town Meeting, 
the Voters of the Town authorized the Selectmen to file, 
on behalf of the Town, an application for an advance in 
the amount of $383,000 to be made by the United States 
to the Town to aid in defraying the cost of FINAL PLAN 
preparation for Sewage Treatment Facilities. 


This application, in the amount of $383,000, was sub- 
mitted on April 29 to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. The application was rejected at that 
time for the following reason: “Requests for planning 
assistance far exceed available funds and in order to allo- 
cate these funds on an equitable basis, the Department has 
found it necessary to limit the size of individual planning 
advances to $125,000. If you can plan a feasible project 
within the $125,000 limitation, we will be glad to accept 
an application.” 


Due to the limitation of funds, it was necessary to re- 
duce the program on an interim basis as part of a stage 
construction program. Subsequently, in May, an applica- 
tion was submitted in the amount of $108,000. This appli- 
cation was accepted for reviewal. There has been con- 
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siderable correspondence between the Town and the De- 
partment but as of this time, approval of the application 
has not been received. One reason the Department has 
given for withholding approval of the application is the 
Town’s lack of a comprehensive plan, including water and 
sewer planning. Anticipating this problem, the Board of 
Selectmen, in March, appointed a five member planning 
commission to work with the State Planning Commission. 
I think with the cooperation of the State Planning Director, 
this obstacle can be overcome to the satisfaction of the 
Town. 


In October, both Senator McIntyre and Congressman 
Cleveland were contacted and asked to follow up on the 
application. In both instances, replies came back that the 
Department has more applications on file than available 


funds. 


In May, a decision was made by the Board of Select- 
men and the project engineers, Anderson-Nichols Co., to 
prepare and submit an application for CONSTRUCTION 
FUNDS at once instead of waiting until the application for 
FINAL PLANNING was approved and the funds became 
available. This proved to be a very wise decision as ap- 
proval of the FINAL PLANNING application is still pend- 
ing. 

Subsequently, on May 31, an application for CON- 
STRUCTION FUNDS in the amount of $4,272,000 was 
submitted to the Economic Development Administration. 
The application was accepted for reviewal. One direct re- 
sult of the review was a request by the Economic Develop- 
ment Administration that the Town submit an additional 
application for CONSTRUCTION FUNDS under Public 
Law 660 through the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Administration. The reason for the request being that 
$4,272,000 was a considerable sum to be allocated to one 
town from the funds available. Also, if the $4,272,000 could 
be reduced, the application would receive a more favorable 
recommendation. 


To comply with this request, an application in the 
amount of $1,200,000 was prepared and submitted on No- 
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vember 4, 1966 to the Federal Water Pollution Control 
Administration. On December 12, 1966, the Town was 
notified that the Project met the Federal requirements and 
a grant offer in the amount of $1,200,000 was made to, and 
accepted by, the Town. 


We are in the process at this time of amending our 
application submitted to the Economic Development Ad- 
ministration. As stated above, the original amount of this 
application was $4,272,000. This application will be re- 
duced to approximately $3,072,000. 


The total cost of the Project is estimated to be $8,544,- 
000. The Town is eligible to receive 50% of the cost from 
Federal sources and 40% from the State of New Hamp- 
shire leaving 10% as the local share. 


All of the above applications have been submitted 
through the New Hampshire Water Pollution Commission 
and have been approved by that Agency with their recom- 
mendation to the various Federal Agencies that our Project 
be given the highest priority rating with regards to other 
projects within the State.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


It is my pleasure to be able to give the good citizens 
of Groveton our annual school report. As you have heard 
us say many times, we have a rather ambitious educational 
program in our schools. We have referred to this as our 
five year plan and this is our fourth year in operation and 
we have set lofty goals both for our academic program as 
well as refurbishing and bringing our physical plants up- 
to-date. We have always been very cognizant of the high 
cost of education and with this in mind have utilized this 
five year plan so that the taxpayers would not be over the 
so called barrel. No one enjoys or looks forward to paying 
exorbitant tax bills and we have tried to keep this in mind 
so that the cost could be spread out over a period of some 
years. Hopefully, we can realize our educational goals 
within this five year period. 


Our general philosophy has been and will continue to 
be to first of all establish an outstanding foundation for our 
students. This foundation, of course, is the laying out of the 
Elementary School program for without a strong curricu- 
lum and a qualified competent staff you can build a palace 
and hire all Doctors to permeate your program but it will 
be of no avail for the students will not have had the needed 
academic background to fulfill the obligations that will be 
heaped upon them and expected of them when they grad- 
uate from the Elementary to the Secondary level. With this 
in mind, we have been in a continual state of evaluation 
and curriculum anaylsis. We feel we have extremely com- 
petent and qualified teachers in both Elementary and 
Secondary levels. All of our teachers are duly certified and 
are teaching in their area of specialty. 


We have made many inroads regarding curriculum 
development in the Elementary School. We have had study 
groups and are currently working on a Self-Evaluation re- 
garding our curriculum. It is not enough to develop curricu- 
lum just for the Elementary, but this curriculum must be 
correlated in every subject area with the curriculum at 
the High School or Secondary level. With this in mind, we 
have had for the last year meetings with the Elementary 
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and Secondary faculties to exchange and interchange ideas, 
philosophies and curriculum materials. We now have com- 
pletely correlated our subject matter areas Elementary ver- 
sus High School. To perpetuate this, we have had a series 
of Workshops at which time we have had outstanding con- 
sultants in their respective fields. The general philosophical 
approach to a Workshop is the bringing of a person who is 
considered to be an expert in a special area and having that 
particular person give his general philosophy regarding the 
subject, then having an interchange of ideas from a panel 
of teacher participants and to find out what we are doing, 
to share mutual experiences and to compare notes utilizing 
some of the good things that are being done in other situa- 
tions in other schools and implementing these changes if 
it warrants. There are many outstanding schools systems 
in the United States and there are many schools who im- 
plement change just for the sake of change, but this is not 
the Board or administrative philosophy in Groveton. If 
there is a need for a change and this change greatly en- 
hances and benefits our educational philosophy and it is 
apropos and will fit into our situation, we will be most 
happy to study same, but to make change just for the sake 
of change is not what we are looking for. 


With this in mind, we scheduled last year a series of 
four Workshops with released time for the faculty to attend 
same. These were attended by surrounding school districts 
and, also, by State Department of Education representa- 
tives and college representatives. The first Workshop was 
held in Groveton and was in Mathematics with Dr. Paniccia 
being the coordinator for the High School and Thomas 
Monohan the Elementary Grades. The second Workshop 
was held January 12, at North Stratford and English was 
the main topic of discussion. Mrs. Nugent was the Ele- 
mentary coordinator and Miss Duffin the Secondary co- 
ordinator. March 9, the Science Workshop took place in 
Groveton. Mrs. Helen Boswell was the Elementary coor- 
dinator and Hollis Sawyer Secondary coordinator. The 
Language and Social Studies Workshop were held at 
Groveton. Mrs. O’Brien championed the Language area. 
Mrs. Covieo was responsible for the Elementary Social 
Studies and Donald Dimick, Department Chairman, headed 
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the Secondary Social Studies Workshop. In all Workshops, 
we had outside consultants to assist us in the planning, 
implementing and carrying out of the respective Work- 
shops. We were extremely pleased with the results of these 
Workshops and comments and letters we received regarding 
same. It is to be noted that we had teachers attending all 
of our Workshops from the various North Country Super- 
visory Unions. At one of the Workshops in English on the 
I.T.A. or Initial Teaching Alphabet, we had a representa- 
tive from Plymouth College and administrator representa- 
tives from other Unions in attendance and Plymouth is 
contemplating incorporating an I.T.A. Course to train 
teachers in this particular area. We are the only one in New 
Hampshire to initiate this I.T.A. program. 


It is our feeling that Workshops are of extreme value. 
However, we, also, feel there is a great necessity to give 
our faculty released time to study and visit other schools or 
institutions or attend seminars in state or out of state Work- 
shops in their respective curriculum areas. With this in 
mind, we have set up a program to give released time so 
that our teachers may attend the seminars for curriculum 
development and then every other year we plan to sponsor 
a Workshop such as we had last year. It is to be noted that 
Supervisory Union #£58 was the original pioneer in these 
Workshops in the North Country. 


As is our usual practice, I should like to give individual 
summations covering the Elementary area, Secondary area 
and Guidance. 


This year we have implemented the educational tele- 
vision media for Grades 4, 5, and 6. We have provided six 
TV sets for the school, also, there are special programs that 
the lower Grades 2 and 3 are exposed to from time to time 
when programs are available. 


Remedial Reading was implemented this year under 
Title I. Individual reading and phonics surveys were given 
to each child. By having a specialist doing this, small group 
instruction was made possible. This was primarily geared 
to the Elementary. However, for students in the Junior 
High School who had reading deficiencies these students 
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were included, also, in a remedial program. It was, also, 
possible in some individual cases to offer a program just 
for one student with a teacher who works specifically with 
this one person. We followed this up with parent and 
teacher conferences and then they were given diagnostic 
and achievement tests. 


Last year for the first time we offered Physical Educa- 
tion in a supervised and controlled program. This was 
implemented by the Elementary School Principal who co- 
ordinates with each individual classroom. We were very 
fortunate in having the cooperation of Father Dupont who 
allowed us to use the splendid St. Francis Hall. We have pur- 
chased portable equipment which we have utilized and, also, 
we have implemented a complete Physical Fitness Test 
which will be given periodically to the students so we may 
compare the progress of our student body. In this program 
we have included rhythmic activities, games, running jump- 
ing, climbing and stretching exercises, square dances, indi- 
vidual skills, soccer, basketball, etc. To further implement 
this program Mr. Monohan was in charge of what we might 
call an athletic farm system comprising students of the 5th, 
6th, 7th, and 8th Grades in team competitive sports. These 
areas covered were soccer, basketball, and baseball. We feel 
that these activities are very important for our future athletes 
for it prepares our students for the varsity programs on the 
High School level. It, also, increases agility and body co- 
ordination which is necessary in everyday life as well as 
preparing them for interscholastic sports. We certainly 
want to bring special notice and commendations to Father 
Lucien Dupont for his continued cooperation in allowing 
us to use his facility for our Physical Education classes and 
for his cooperation in the recreation program for our young 
people of the town. 


The Library is in full swing with parents and High 
School students forming a nucleus of volunteer helpers and 
workers. Each child now has a minimum of one period a 
week in the Library. Our heartfelt thanks are given to the 
untiring efforts of our women folk who share in this Library 
experience and, also, come into our classrooms and give 
special reading interpretations. We have published a com- 
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plete library book inventory which is available to all of 
our teachers so they may use this for resource and research 
classroom work. We have now completed a card catalog 
system so that references may be ascertained from the 
available books. 


We have established ability grouping in the following 
areas. The 5th and 6th Grades, all areas, are grouped ac- 
cording to academic ability. In the 4th Grade we have 
groupings in Reading and Mathematics and in the 8rd 
Grade groupings in Language Arts and Reading. 


We were very fortunate in being able to employ a full- 
time secretary which relieved the principal of a myriad of 
secretarial duties and responsibilities. 


The newly established Rinehart Handwriting System 
is paying off large dividends. The value of this system is 
that everyone now has a definite pattern to follow regarding 
the proper handwriting techniques and methods Grades 1 
through 6. 


New audio-visual equipment has been added which is 
being utilized throughout the school. 


The next area we would like to refer to is Guidance. 
As you know, we are most fortunate in being able to have 
the services of John Nay who has some eight years’ exper- 
ience in Guidance from Brewster Academy. Mr. Nay has 
given us the needed stability and experience to further 
inculcate our Guidance philosophies and aims. The main 
responsibility of our Guidance Department is to concen- 
trate on personal counseling, educational planning, dis- 
semination of occupational information, testing, and teacher 
student parent conferences. It is of the utmost importance 
that the Guidance Director know the needs, abilities and 
aptitudes of our student body so he might efficiently carry 
out his program. This information is shared with the faculty 
and the administration so that both the faculty and ad- 
ministration can know the backgrounds, ability levels and 
aptitudes of their respective students. This helps immeas- 
ureably in better understanding the student so the teachers 
and administration can know what to expect from these 
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people. It is, also, of the utmost importance that the Guid- 
ance Director explore with the students occupational in- 
formation and to be able to assist the student in occupation- 
al careers and projects of filling his educational goals 
through the media of college, technical schools or services. 
The testing program is invaluable so we might measure 
each student's potential then using this information to 
determine the course of his future life along with teacher 
recommendations, student and parent interest. The Guid- 
ance Director must always be available to the students 
when they need him for consultation. This might be their 
academic problems, social problems, personal problems, 
etc. He is the person that the students should and must 
look to for guidance. It, also, falls upon the Guidance 
Director to study the availability of various scholarships 
that are offered from time to time so that our students 
might be encouraged to partake of these various financial 
assists. 


Regarding the High School, they are beginning to get 
the materials ready for their Evaluation and Accredidation 
which comes up in 1969. They will be going through the 
Self-Evaluation analysis in preparation for this Evaluation. 
This year has seen many inroads in preparation for this 
Evaluation. This year has seen many inroads regarding 
curriculum enrichment. We established and equipped a 
Mechanical Drawing room with up-to-date and modern 
equipment second to none. The reason for this Mechanical 
Drawing program is quite evident. It is my feeling we 
should do all we can for all of our students, not just the 
college bound or terminal, but we have equal responsibility 
to both. In lieu of this, we have started a Mechanical Draw- 
ing program. This program is designed for the college 
bound student especially a student who is contemplating 
going into the engineering field for here, of course, he will 
need this and on the same par this Course is designed for 
students who will probably not be going on to college, but 
with a background in Mechanical Drawing geared to the 
needs of a special industry, he will be much better equipped 
to get a job right from school. We are trying to set up our 
curriculum to meet these anticipated needs. We, also, added 
a Course in Metals. We were able to get some of the equip- 
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ment for this, as an example, a milling machine from the 
surplus in Concord and we purchased other pieces of equip- 
ment necessary to implement a comprehensive metals pro- 
gram. We added a new circle saw, rearranged the Shop so 
we have a separate area for welding, a separate area with 
ventilation for painting with fume hood and an increased 
area for shop project storage. 


Through Dr. Paniccia’s efforts we have now a select 
group in advance placement in the Mathematics field, 
namely calculus and trig. 


We are involved in the new Science programs and Bi- 
ology, P.S.S.C. Course in Physics and Chem Study program 
in Chemistry. It must be clearly understood that we not 
only have the new Science programs, but we, also, have 
the traditional programs, thus meeting the needs of all of 
our students. Also, we are able to have three tracks or 
groupings in English Grades 7 through 9. Each subject area 
is in the process of developing Course Outlines and Courses 
of Study. Again, this by correlating with the Elementary 
Grade School. We were, also, able to offer a large group 
instruction class for Biology. We have expanded the Li- 
brary facilities to allow room for more books. New stacks 
were ordered. We have a completely correlated Modern 
Math program Grades 1 through 12. This year saw the ex- 
pansion of the Business Education Department. New ma- 
chines have been added, additional typewriters and stations, 
so that our students upon graduating will not only be equal- 
ly prepared, but we hope in some cases better prepared to 
take a position than other students from competitive high 
schools. This year saw the advent of a new student hand- 
book. Next year, we hope to further implement this to in- 
clude a Code of Ethics, mode of attire, etc. This will be a 
joint operation emanating from the administration to teach- 
ers to student council to student body for their acceptance. 
We are presently working on a team teaching unit to 
correlate the various areas of History, English, Music and 
Art. 


Regarding the physical plant, every floor in the school 
has now been sanded, sealed, varnished and waxed. We 
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have, also, completed the paneling of the hallways. We 
have added one new classroom of furniture. 


Our teachers have been very active in attending pro- 
fessional conferences, taking Courses during the summer 
and generally upgrading their academic standings. 


It was the feeling of the administration and the Guid- 
ance Department that we should like to know how our 
Groveton students are accepted in higher education and 
in occupations. We wanted to receive first hand informa- 
tion from graduates as to the preparation they received 
while at Groveton, what things could be improved upon, 
where were our strengths and, of course, some of our weak- 
nesses. We feel, also, that we should like to know how our 
students were doing in industry and various avocations. 
With this in mind, the administration met with the titular 
heads, presidents of universties, colleges, administrative 
officers, deans of admission, etc. with a survey to ascertain 
how our students were doing and again how were they 
prepared. We got the complete cooperation and assistance 
of all these people plus the blessings of the Commissioner 
of Education. We further studied the situation by dis- 
cussing this survey with members of industry to get their 
reactions. The result of this has been the formulation of a 
survey which will be implemented sometime in 1967 and 
will go to every student who attended the Groveton Schools 
for the last six years. A composite and profile will be made. 
When the results are all tabulated it should give us a very 
good depiction and indication of how our students have 
been and are doing since they left Groveton. We feel this 
will give us a very clear depiction of our strength and weak- 
nesses and we can zero in on some of the areas that need 
attention. This is a cooperative venture and has been aired 
to the students, faculty and administration alike. This along 
with the college board results and the various accrediting 
groups such as the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools and State Department of Education 
will let us know how Groveton is doing. This again is a 
Groveton first in the state. 


Again, may we encourage the visitation of any and all 
Groveton people to see our schools in action. We think we 
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are doing many fine things. We are gradually building a 
name for Groveton in the educational field and circle. We 
have a very fine student body. They are most cooperative 
and this, of course, reflects on the fine upbringing that you 
are giving your children and your interest in education is 
commendable. We do feel, however, that the local citizenry 
doesn't get into the schools enough. Your students are proud 
of what they are doing. Our teachers are proud and we 
know you are proud because you support our budget, but 
we would like to talk to you and show you what your tax 
dollars are being used for. They are your schools and we 
want you to be as proud of them as we are,that is why we 
like to show them off. We have always considered our 
schools based on the premise of an, “Open door policy.” 
You are welcome at any and all times.
